GENETHLIACAL ASTROLOGY. 


SIR, 
HAVING perbſed your late RY 
tion on the verity and truth of that moſt ſublime and 
truly prophetic ſcience—ASTRO LOGY, give me leave 
thus to congratulate you on your intereſting and very 
ingenious diſquiſitions, which 1 ſincerely hope will have 


due deference and attention paid to them by the learned 
and judicious part of mankind, and in an eſpecial man- 


5 ner by every true lover of occult knowledge. 


How very ſtrange it appears to an attentive obſerver, 
hat even in this enlightened age there ſhould be ſo many 
perſons found who are thorough infidels to the doctrine 
of ſecond cauſes, and who prefer darkneſs to light; yet 
many ſuch are in being, and it is to ſuch that I beg leave 
to offer the following remarks, hoping that ſome of them 
may ſerve to elucidate, and be conſidered as b of 
the W they are written in defence of. 1 


— 
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I am willing to ſuppoſe that the chief cauſe of our 


having ſo many unbelievers in the /derean art proceeds 
from that prejudice, which derives its ſource from a 
 wrong-founded theſis, inculcated by our parents or others 
who have the charge of our education during our infant- 
ile years; for certain it is, that the precepts we imbibe 


from our teachers often engroſs our minds during life; — 


thus, inſtead of an impartial enquiry being duly made 
before we give our opinion, we are but too apt to con- 
demn and pronounce judgment unpremeditated, through 
being ſo unhappily ſwayed by the bigotted opinions of 
others. But ſurely the many great and learned perſons 
who have either practiſed or encouraged this wonderful 
art ſhould have proper weight with impartial and ingen- 
uous minds; and ſuch, by thinking independantly, and 
uſing a moderate degree of penetration, will aſſuredly 
find that there is a true Aſtrology in the heavens; not a 5 
Juggling contrivance eſſected by guels, or chance, but a 
ſpyſtem, built on a foundation, natural, certain, and always 
true, provided the profeſſor is endowed with abilities 
adequate to the exerciſe of this truly laudable and ab- 
ſtruſe art. — Perhaps, the moſt prevalent opinion on this 
ſcience may be, that although it is conſiſtent with truth 
=o. ſome meaſure, yet from being often blended with 
error, it 1s not generally to be depended on. This may | 
be partly juſt—But may we not ſay the ſame of all other 
arts? Do not doors, lawyers, divines and the greateſt 
of all philoſophers differ in their tenets ? Shall we ſay 
for this reaſon that there is no truth in any of their af- 
ſertions, or utility 1 in their diſcoveries, merely becauſe 8 
ſome 
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B | ſome are ſo unhappy in their principles and contrary in 
their practice? Certainly not: for it is clear to reaſon · 
able men, that there are ſome eſtabliſhed axioms, ſome 
facts which cannot be controverted, let the multitude 
XZ think or ſay what they may.—But as thoſe who once 
= diſbelieved, are, when converted to truth, in many ref- 
pects its beſt advocates—becaule they know what were 
their former objeQtions—ſo, ſpeaking of Aſtrology, as I 
was brought up to a diſbelief of it, I will here ſtate. the 
greateſt objection that was ever indulged by myſelf 
againſt it, or propoſed by my parents who were inſidels 
| to the doctrine of ſecond cauſes; it was this That ſo 
many perſons are born at the ſame time. Now how 
comes it lay they, who doubt the truth of Aſtrology, 
that ſuch have not the ſame fate impending—Why are 
they not ſubje& to the ſame good or bad fortune? This 
we will admit as a plauſible queſtion—but one that can 
be ſatisfactorily anſwered, as will be ſeen by the follow- 
ing remarks. In the firſt place, then, although there 
are numbers even in England who are born nearly at the 
fame time, yet unleſs it be alſo in the ſame latitude and | 
longitude their reſpective fates will be as different as if 
they were not born on the ſame hour. And as their 
horoſcope will be different, by the planets having differ- 
ent latitudes, the ſigniſication, or judgment deduced from 
the figure of birth muſt vary accordingly. But admit- 
ting that two perſons were actually born at the me 
minute of time, and in the ſame meridian—a circum. 
| ſtance which does not happen ſo often as ſome may 
imagine yet the tuck the native ſprang from, and the

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| ſphere of life he is born to muſt according to common 
ſenſe create a very conſiderable difference in their ſub- 


ſequent fortunes. This is a remark of a far abler writer 
on this ſcience than I am. Mr. J. Harris, ſtudent in 
Aſtrology and phyſic, has proved it in a miſcellany late- 
ly publiſhed, that it is poſſible and plauſible that a prince 
and a chimney-ſweeper, or a nobleman and a beggar 


may be born at the ſame time; but notwithſtanding, 


ſays he, the prince will not be a beggar, nor the beggar 
a prince. Accordingly as one riſes in the world, fo will 


the other, according to the ſphere they may move in, 


and thus will they be ſubject to the ſame ebb and viſici- 


tudes of fortune. Suppoſe a nobleman's child commands 
an army, and by diſobeying or rebelling againſt his king 
he gets beheaded: the beggar's child may be a common 
ſoldier in the fame regiment, and for a ſimilar offence 
get hanged : no condition ſo lugh—no eſtate ſo low—. 
but admits of greater e or vice verſa, more 
abject ſlavery, _ 


Much has been faid concerning the fate of children 


who are twins, but it does not follow becauſe they are 
ſo that they are abſolutely born at the ſame period, 
Sometimes there are many hours between their births. 


Few are born nearer than fifteen minutes of each other, 


and this in ſome particular caſes varies the figure, or ho- 

roſcope of birth conſiderably. But when they are born | 
near to the ſame time, - undoubtedly their fate will be 
much the ſame, particularly reſpecting the time of death. 
Some years ago, I knew of two, twin ſiſters, who were 
ſo very much alike that few could diſtinguiſh one from

che other. Even the mother of them dreſſed them dif-

Whether or not a mitigation of jnfartunct may be 

brought about by means of a fore-knowledge of future- 
events, is a querie I have not yet been able to get ſatis- 
fadtorily ſolved. You, Sir, ſeem to think that it is pol- 
=p fible for men in ſome degree to avert the evil portents 
8 of unfortunate poſitions. Much may be ſaid on this ſub- 
9 ject. Certainly in various diſorders incident to human 
Wl nature, much may be done by phylic ; and if ſueceſsfully 
I 9 adminiſtered, this may be ſaid in ſome degree to melio- 
p rate the evil affection of maleſic planetary influence ; 
and therefore we ſhould look upon it as difficult for an 
artiſt to give judgment by a decumbiture, when ſo many 
very extraordinary evacuations and revulſions are fre- 
quently made, by the often ſuperiative and exhorbitant 
practiſe of bleeding, purging, and bliſtering. For by 
ſuch means as theſe the ſtate of the fluids and ſolids 
muſt be meterially altered, and as 1t is by heat and moiſt- 
ure. &c. that the planetary influence is.conveyed, and as 
we know that a deprivation, or ſuper-abundance of ei- 

ther one or the other is the proximate cauſe of our indiſ- 

politions, ſo we may naturally conclude, the evacuations 

deore mentioned. muſt conkderably alter the caſe under

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conſideration. Formerly phyſic and Altrology vent 
band in hand. No doubt a due knowledge of the aſtral 
cauſe of diſeaſes muſt be a grand aſſiſtance to a judicious 


phyſician. But the jargon mixt with the practice of 
medicine, as diſplayed by Paracelſus and others of his 
time, has only tended to bring Aſtrology into diſrepute; 
for Paracelſus not content with being thought an adept 
m elementary philoſophy, likewiſe withed the credulous 


to believe that his remedies (which were chiefly com- 


poſed of opium or mercury) were brought to him 


through the means of ſuper-natural agency ; and indeed, 


in thoſe days, every learned man, or pretender to learn- 
ing. was ſuppoſed to have his Familiar at his beck. Per- 


haps it is for this reaſon that even the pure Aſtrology is 


| fo much diſcountenanced by the Legiſlature for when 
it is duly conſidered how many ignorant perſons of both 
| fexes pretend to tell ſurpriſing ſtories relative to abſent 
perſons by ſea or land, &c. without knowing even the 4 
character of a planet, we need not be ſo much ſurprized. 3 


Mankind are always too apt to give way to extremes 
and having been once duped by art, or ignorance, they 


afterwards are often found to be inſenſibly led aſtray 
from reaſon, truth and convittion. This is but little 


encouragement, it muſt be owned, for a ſearching and 


inquiſitive mind; for to the vulgar a wrong opinion is 
never wanting when any thing ſublime is performed 
which exceeds their confined comprehenſion. Hence 
it was, that Dr. Fauſtus (who is ſaid to be the firſt in- 
ventor of printing) was ſuppoſed to have dealings with 
the devil—for by diſtributing a number of bills among

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=. crowd of people, and each perſon finding his neigh. 
EZ bour to have an exact repreſentation of his own paper, 
* they thought that the Dottor could not come by them 
ix through any other medium than by the help of Old 
J Nick. — Aftrologers to this day are ſuppoſed by ſome to 
haxe the ſame agency: and Sir Iſaac Newton might 
perhaps be conſidered by ſuch as another perſon indebt- 
ed to his black Highneſs; for how otherwiſe could they 
| conceive it poſſible for a man to foretel with ſuch preci- 
ſion the time when eclipſes would occur, with many 
| other ſingular phenomena in mathematics and natural 
| philoſophy ? The art of æroſtation was alſo another 
contrivance ſuppoſed to have been diſcovered to man- 
kind by Belzebub—from all theſe confiderations it muſt 
certainly appear that the Devil is a very learned and 
| communicative ſpirit, and alſo a profound philoſopher !! | 
But jeſting apart—it is very certain that the majority of 
| mankind would not credit the poſſibility of a man's 
| ſoaring three miles perpendicular in height from his 
| mother earth. How aſtoniſhing are the diſcoveries of 
| genius ! What a miraculous and ſtupendous art! Vet 
how ſimple when the principle of it is truly diſcover- 
ed !— We have frequently before us as great phenomena 
in nature as this is—yet by often ſurveying them we 
chink lightly of them. The theory of light and viſion, | 
che occult principle of the magnet, and the wonderful 
TX effects of electricity, engage inveſtigation as much and 
XX ſhould excite admiration even more than zroſtation ;

| Now the Subſtance of this great and glo- 
b rious Frame, which the Almighty hath 
3 it made, i is that which we call the World. And 
'S this World conſiſteth of the Heavens. and 
5 Earth. * And the Form of it is (as the 
Prophet Ezekiel hath deſcribed it) after the 
manner of a Yheelz + and that ſo as one 
1 UL heel hath many Wheels within the ſame, 
involved one within another. And as the 
Prophet ſays, ſo we find it by Mathematical 
Demonſtration, that the Earth is indeed a

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Globe is circumſcribed by the Air, as within

ages of Men ſince the Creation, are innume- 
rable too, Vet all theſe Accidents which 
 befal Men | in every Age come to paſs ac- 


cordin 5 
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cording to a certain Scheme or Method, as 
God by Nature hath appointed. 
Now all Mankind have a certain portion 
of Wiſdom, Power, and Wealth, where 
with they occupy in this World, and many 
| Men take Courage, grow Mighty, and exalt 
themſelves as if they would do what they 
liſt upon Earth: And yet there are two 
Things, which countera& the wiſeſt, grea- 
teſt, and proudeſt of Men i in all their Enter- 
5 prizes: and theſe are Time and Chance. 
Time is that Motion of Space which proceed- 
ed oat of Eternity, that was before the 
World began, and holdeth on unto Eternity, 
which is to ſucceed at the Worlds end. 
And out of this one long Time, are engen- : 
dred infinite ſpaces of Time, of great variety 5 
of Sorts, and theſe are either general or ſpe- 
cial; and both of them are either fortunate : 
or unfortunate Times: * There is a Time 
of Pleaſure, and another Time of Pain and 
Grief; a Time to riſe and a Time to fall; a 
|; Time to be born and a Time to die, There 
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is a lucky Time of Man's Lite, whe if 
he go out Battle, though with but few Men, 
yet he carrieth the Day; “ and there is ano- 


— — 


ther Time wherein, though he go out with 


Forces never ſo great, yet ſhall he be ſo 
unlucky as to loſe all that he fights for. 
So alſo there is a Time when Over tures of 
Marriage ſhall come lucky, but a Man's 
defires anſwer not: And there ! is a Time 
when deſires of Marriage ſhall ſtrongly 
prompt, but Overtures will prove unlucky : 
there is a Time too, when deſires and 
Overtures ſhall ſuit together. And ſo allo 
there is a Time when Riches ſhall offer 
5 themſelves, whether a Man ſleep or wake; | 
and again though a Man purſue them with 
fi Wings, yet ſo unlucky a Time occurs, as 
ſhall render all his Endeavours fruitleſs. 
Some Men come into the World in a lucky 
Hour, fo as whether they be wiſe or fooliſh, 
yet ſhall they be buoyed up upon the Wings 
of Fate, and acquire Wealth and Honour, 
while wiſer and better Men, ſmitten by an

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umucky Time of Birth, ſhall be as unwor- 
thily diſparaged, and in all Purpoſes ſhall be 
unhappy. Sorne ſhall be lucky in the Van 
of their Contrivances, and as unfortunate in 
the Rear: and others again contrarily. And 
thus Time ſeems to rk and ſport with 
the Men of this Life, and ſcoff at all their rs 
Skill, Courage, and Agility, as if they were 
but meer idle Stories. Now Time of itſelf 
is but a dead Thing, and a mere Inſtrument; 
but the Wheels of Heaven turning upon it, 
print Riddles i in its Face, and carve out the f 
various Shapes of Proſperity and Adverſity 
upon every Shred thereof. It is worthy of 
obſervation, that a Child, as ſoon as it draws 5 
Breath, becomes Time- /mitten by the Face 
of Heaven; and receives an Impreſſion from = 
all the Parts of Heaven, and the Stars there- 
in, which taking riſe from the aſcendant 
Sun and Meon, and other ſignificant Places, 
operates as the Impreſſors ſtand in diſtance, 
nearer or farther off: and this ſcems to be a 
concatenation of many Knots which untie

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every Knot _ different Times ſcem to 
fly out, and to perform their errands; and 
of theſe ſometimes you ſhall have two or 
three or more lucky Knots opening together, 
at other Times as many bad ones.“ All 
Times are beaut? ful in their Seaſons, if Men 
could hit them ; but by reaſon of Sin, it plea- 
ſes God, that the World in our Hearts blinds 
our Wiſdom, that we miſs of our defired 
Aims, and of Grace to reſt contented j in our 
States. 5 
The ſecond great Lord of the World 1s 
Chance. And theſe Chances are nothing 
elſe, bat the moſt. admirable Curioſities of 
Nature, which occurring from variety of 
rare an ſecret operations of Heaven, throw 
into our Contrivances many ſtrange Hits, 
Which we could never have imagined to 
have met with j in our foreſight. And hence : 
there is realy no ſuch thing as Chance in 
N ature; much leſs can there be any Thing 
that comes by Chance in reſpect of God. 
But with us, all thoſe curious Hits that 
„ Heaven 
* Eccl. Chap. g. 11. 5 
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Heaven ſends, which ſtrike in between the 
Cauſe and its Effe&, we call Chances ; as if 

Things blindly hitting in upon us: for ſo 
they ſeem to us, becauſe of the unfathoma- 


ble Reaſons thereof. Thus in ſhuffling. a 
Pack of Cards, or in caſting the Dice, it 


ſcems to us a mere Chance, what Caſt ſhall 
* happen uppermoſt, or what Card ſhall be 


nethermoſt, for a Man ſhaking the Dice at 


| all Adventures, and delivering his Hand at 


all Adventures, who can jay with any rea- 


TS Gn what ſide of the ſquare Dice ſhall be 


1 uppermoſt? And yet it appears plainly by 


1 experience, that there is a certain Luck in 


Nature, that! in all theſe Adveatures ſecretly : 
guideth both the Hand, and the Dice, into 


ſuch ſteady Caſts as make a Man either win 
or loſe in a methodical Courſe. And ſo alſo 
| it happeneth in caſe of Battle, that Chances 
= come; and in getting Wealth, Chances 
come; and by a ſecret kind of F ate turn the 


Scales beyond all that reaſonably could have 
bdeen expected. Now as a Man by blowing 
of Coals, raiſeth fps of Fir ire that fly up- 
Wards, 
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wards, ſo do the Heavens breathe into hu- 
man Actions multitudes of ſuch Chances, 


that overturn the Wiſdom, and Power, and 


all the greatneſs of Man. Theſe Chances 
arc always managed by a certain Luck either 


good or bad, that drives the Nail: and this 
” 'by ſome Heavenly influence, that either in- 
ſuſes ſome ſecret Virtue or Poiſon into the 5 
deſigned Actions, as Courage into their 


Hearts on One Side, Or D- iſmay into their 


Minds on the other Side, and Sæill into ſome 


Men's Heads to hit upon the tight Courſe 


to be Rich, or F 0 into other Men 8. : 
whereby they run headlong to Beggary: or 
elſe renders them fortunate or unfortunate z 
by Miſtakes of Words, Signs, or Acts, that 


turn to the beſt or worſt, by ſtrange Hits 


or Miſcarriages; and thus many Times 


miſtakes in Battle beget an utter Rout, after 


a Victory almoſt made ſure, by mere utte- 


rance of a wrong Word, or ſteering a wrong 
Courſe. But which way ſoever it happens, 
the whole matter is carried on by a good or 
ill Mel and the Hand of God is at the bot- 


tom . 
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tom of that Luck, and that Hand of God, 
is not put to by any new contrived Act, but 
follows on Courſe in the Motion of Nature, 
even as from the beginning it was contrived | 
from all Eternity. 
Thus both Time and Chance are the Ser- 


| vants of Nature, under whoſe Commands 


they ſway the world, and worldly Men: yet 
by her Laws are both of them diſpoſed, 
Time meaſures out the extent of Men's Lives, 
and ſets Bounds how long a Man may live 
: by ſtrength of Nature, and how much of 
that Time ſhall be extenuated by means of 


the interruption of Sin ; and it alſo carves 
out Limits unto all particular Fates, as of 
= fingle Life and Marriage, of Bleſſings and 
= Croiles, of Sickneſs and Health, &c. And 
| Chance acts in obſervation of thoſe Limits, 


in bringing about the good and bad Succeſ- 

ſes of every Fate. This operates all man- 
ner of Surfeits of Body and loſſes in Goodg 
that come to paſs by reaſon of exorbitant 

= Manners; and this introduces the Power 
and Acts of Nature, in attracting and draw- 
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ing, blowing and driving, alluring and af- 
frighting. For as a Man has Power by 
his Breath to draw Water upwards againſt 
its Nature through a narrow Pipe; and by 
the ſame Breath to blow away Sand or Duſt 
even as the Winds do. So the Powers of 
Heaven alſo : but as they are greater Bo- 
dies, and endued with greater Virtue, ſo can 
they act their part with infinitely more curi- 
| olity and ſtrength : as, for inſtance, in the 
Magnet ſtone: we ſee it has ſuch a Virtue, 
that it can draw Iron, and attract it by a 
5 For rce, that is ſo very curiouſly lodged with- 
in its Teeth, that the Act thereof is altoge- . 
ther imperceptible: moreover we ſee that 
this Stone has power to communicate its 
Virtue, ſo as a Knife whetted thereon, has 
alſo a magnetical Virtue to draw a Needle, 
now the Magnet itſelf, has alſo this Virtue 
communicated to it, from the very North 
point of the Heaven; or ſome Star there ſi- 
tuate, which ſo affecteth the Needle touch- 
ed by ſuch a Stone, that wherever it is, 
though never ſo many Degrees diſtant there- 
from, 
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from, and though Rocks and Mountains, 
and ſome part of the Earth's Body interpoſe, 
yet this Virtue of the North Pole attracts 
through all, at the utmoſt diſtance, and pulls 


| the Needle” s point always Northward, un- 


leſs violence be uſed to the contrary. And 
thus the ſympathetical Power has its Vir- 
tue from the Heavens; and thus all manner 
of Herbs have theirs, and thus all manner 
of Salves and Plaiſters have their Virtue to 


= draw and heal. But as the Heavens can 


vive this Power, ſo have they i in it them- 


| ſelves exceedingly more Curious and Pow- 


erful, by which all Chances in Nature come 


to paſs. And thus by the ſervice of Tame 


and Chance, Nature operates all her great 

7 Intrigues with much Secreſy and Curioſity, 
| whether it be upon ſingle or collective Bo- 
dies, or Perſons. It may be thought ſome- 
What ſtrange, how Nature brings forth Men 


45 and Women at much diſtant of Years, H ours 
= and Places, all deſtined to die at one Time 
and Place, and all of one manner of Death, 


* War Phgns,' or Shipwreck ; and how 


D2 5 . 
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Time and Chance draw them together to 
partake of the ſame: and yet is it as true 
as ſtrange, that ſuch things do happen, and 
that by curious Acts of Heaven and the Stars 
therein, which in their Courſes fought againſt 
Sifera.* And by the ſame Rule the like 
Number of Men and Women are on the 
other Hand, collected together to enjoy „ 
Bleſſings of proſperous Fortune. 
But perhaps the Reader may ſay, ho 
Aare theſe Things, conſiſtant with the free 
Agency of Man's Will? And he ſays well,

And thus far 
 Sapiens dominabitur aſtris, the wiſe Man, a.

they knew herein. But this Science was | 
| chiefly attained by diligent and conſtant Ob- 
ſervation: whereby the Art of Aſtronomy 
became in great meaſure perfected, and by 
means of Arithmetich, Geometry, and the Art

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of Trigonometry, the ſeveral Planets and 
Conſtellations in the Heavens were diſtin- 
guiſhed, the Parts of Heaven were divided, 
and the Motion thereof, and of all the ſeve- 
ral Bodies therein contained, together with 
their Conjunctions and Aſpects, were very 
nearly well diſcovered. And after theſe 
Things thus far attained, certain moſt excel- 
Jently well learned Men of all Ages curi- 
ouſly obſerved, compared and put together, 
the Accidents that continually follow upon 
the various Motions, | Conj unctions and 
Aſpects of the Heavens; and hence com- 
piled the Sum of their Experiments into a 
Body of Rules and Maxims, which make 


up the frame of what we call the Science of

We 
h.ves our Science from Natural Cauſes and 
Rules gained by painful obſervation, and 
hard Study, and it comes not without great 
Diligence and Labour. But then here lies 
the Miſchief, that if the Aſtrologer has not 
the Grace of God, ſanctifying his Studies; 
it comes to paſs, that, either becauſe he can- 
ot by Aitrology attain unto ſuch perfettion 
© Knowledge as his Ambition greedily ur- 
ges him to Purſue, or he cannot have it ſo 
ea/ily as he would ; he leaves Aſtrology, and 
falls in with the Devil, to become a Sorce- 
rer. Bat Grace teacheth better Things: 
and openeth our Eyes by our Aſtrological 
drudics, 40 {ce and adore the infinite Preęſci- 
ence, and Frovidence of Cad, in the laying 
the Frame of Nature in ſuch an Order, as 
4 dune 8 0 coe 10 paſs in time ſo faitably _

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well, even unto Admiration, that Grace, and 
Nature, and Man's free Agency, work all of 
them together in the ſame Subject, ſeeming- 
| ly contrary one to another, and yet they ſo 
elegantly comply, by Virtue of this Frame 
of Nature, which is in ſuch a wiſe and 
moſt excellent manner laid, that every one 
of them has room enough to act its proper 
Work, and that without any Hindrance, 
of the one to the other, in the leaſt Meaſure.

fo, then might Man make living Creatures 
arti eicially, but this we ſee he cannot do;

of Heat and Moiſture, which produceth Life 
both in ſenſi tive and vegetive Animals. And 
in theſe ſecret and inſenſible Operations or 
Io fluences, beſides the Light which they

thoſe Ordinances of the Moon and Stars,

Now have the Stars all of them their na- 
tural Influences, and ſuch natural Influen- 
ces as touch upon all Things, as far as Day 
and Night extend their Limits? then muſt 
Mankind alſo come under the Touch of this 
Influence, as well as Brutes and Vegetives. 
But what Authority can they pretend to 
over Man? Speak to him they cannot to 
command him ought, for they are not intel- 
ligent Bodies, no more than is the Earth ; 1 
their Authori ity therefore can be nothing 
elſe, but the execution of their ſecret Influ- 
ences, which i in a certain Courſe or Order 
they pour upon Mankind, and theſe, Man 


| being unable to avoid, the Stars are ſaid to

Thus the Stars 
called the Pleiades have their Ordinances, 
(that is) their ſweet Influences or Virtues, 
which no Power of Man is able to reſtrain.

bringing to paſs ſuch an Hard and tough 
Coat of Armour upon the Ground, as all 
the Art of Man is not able to prevent. 
Thus Mazeroth and Arcturus with his Sons 


have alſo their Ordinances: and the whole 
Hoſt of Heaven hath its Courſe, and its 
Rules in that Courſe, which though a Man 


cannot ſee, nor perfectly attain to Know, yet 


ſome Track thereof may he apprehend.

To this Purpoſe it is ſaid by Debora the 
Propheteſs, that they fought from N Heaven, 


toe Stars in their Courſes fought againſi Siſera. 
Now this was not by Sword nor Piſtol, nor 
yet by Thunder and Lightning, (for that 
Bullets fall from no higher than the Air 


only 5 
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only, but the Stars are infinitely in the Hea- 
vens above and beyond all Air) and therefore 
could it be no other Ways but by ſome Se- 
cret, yet fatal Influences, whereby Siſera 
and all his Hoſt were blaſted from their 
Cradles with unlucky Aſpecte of theſe Stars. & 
For though theſe Men might have been 
born under as many ſeveral Hours, as they 
| were Men; yet met each Man that fatal 
Wound at his ſeveral Hour of Birth, the 
Force of which, as it fell from various evil 
Stars, and from Variety of envious Aſpects, 
on cach Man's Head, ſo gave it each Man 
| his Bane, with ſach Variety of Limitation, | 
as both old Men and young encountered 
their Dooms together ; and the Limitation 
of many thouſand F ates, and it may be of. 
as many thouſand different Lengths, met all 
upon one Day. 1 - 

After the ſame Manner as theſe Stars 
againſt Siſera, ſo alſo diſcourſes the Almighty 
unto Job, of the Treaſures of the Snow and 
EZ Hal, hc he has hid againſt the Time of

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Trouble, and the Day of War and Bat:l* 


Now what can be the Meaning of this 
hiding, but the Order of thoſe Meteors, fo 
providently lodged and laid up in the Arms 
of the Stars, and witheld by he Influen- 
ces, as that they (hall fall by Courſe of Na- 


tare in ſuch preciſe Moments of Time, as 
the Time of the Puniſhment of God's Ene- 
mies, (ſuch as was Siſera) ſhall be juſt ripe 
to comply with thoſe Falls, ſo as theſe ſhall 
fall down to the Puniſhment of f Thoſe : and 


yet ſo come theſe Things to paſs without 
Miracle, merely by order of the Frame .of 
Nature, as from the beginning it was con- 
trived. And here lies the Glory, that God 
_ hath ſo laid his great Frame of Nature, that 
all Thiags i in Nature do ſtrangely coincide 
together, in ten Thouſand ſeveral Paſſages 
and Purpoſes, and yet all in a certain Courſe 
and Order as was laid down from the begin- 
ning, without any the leaſt Amendment or 
Addition of new Contrivance. After the

fince that, all Things have come to paſs by 


Nature, and tete there muſt be ſome 
kind of Natural means ſor the production of 
all Things: and now if with Means theſe 


Things come to paſs, it is either by earthly 


Means alone, or by the help of ſome Celeſ- 
tial Powers allo, aiding and afſiſting, that 
they come to paſs. But by the earthly 


Means alone | it is plain they cannot come to

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paſs, for it is not either Fire, Air, Earth, or 


F Water, or all together, that can of them-

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where to dwell, and from whence to inform 
all the whole Earth; and if ſo, then dwells 
it undoubtedly amongſt the celeſtial matter, 
and from thence ſupplies the Earth with ſuch 


Store of Virtue from the Heavens and Stars 
therein, as brings to paſs all that Shape, 
Colour, Smell, Life, and Increaſe which we 
ſee come to paſs. Or if you deny this, then 
muſt the Earth be ſupplied with all her 
wonderful Virtues from ſome ſupernatural 
material Subſtances; and if fo, then name 
any Thing beſides the heavenly Matter, and 
the Stars of Heaven, that can be that Sub-

and it ſeems with a great deal of Reaſon, 


that the World has ſuch a Soul. For were 


there not one and the ſame general living 
Virtue, comprehending the Whole natural 


World, from the remoteſt Circumference 
of the Heavens, unto the innermoſt Centre 
of the Earth, how poſſibly could the Sym- 
pathies and Antipathies of Nature work ſuch 
Compliances and Differences at ſuch diſtan- | 
ces as we ſee they do, and that as far as it is 


from Heaven unto the Earth, and that too, | 
without any viſible or imaginable Contac- 


tion, unleſs ſome ſuch animal Virtue be in 


the World, to carry ſuch an inviſible Correſ- 
pondency between Creature and Creature * 


Now where Life is, theſe Things are aptly 
effected: thus the Infant in the Womb is 
: nouriſhed by. the Meat which the Mother 


eats, 
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eats. Now be it ſo, that there 1s ſuch an 
univerſal Soul, yet is it queſtionable whether 
this Soul be intellectual, or merely vegitive, 
That there is an intellectual Power infor- 
ming the whole World, as the Soul does 
the Body, is not to be doubted; for other- 
wiſe would the Frame of Nature be no more 
but a : huge blind Lump. But Nature be- 
ing led by good Eyes, ſuch an Intellect muſt 
there be ſomewhere, that either gives or 
lends ſuch. Eyes to Nature. But then 
mould the Soul of the World carry this In- 
tellect in its own Brain, it would follow, that 
this Soul i is a God. For to be an intellectual 
Being, filling Heaven and Earth with its 
1 is an Attribute of Gods.“ And 
therefore I conclude, that there is an univer- 
tal Soul in the World, but it is only Vege- 
tive, and not Intellectual; yet in this Soul 
dwelleth the 8 pirit of Almighty God ,+ who 
filleth Heaven and Earth with his preſence, 
and from hence garniſheth the Heavens, 
and cauſeth the precious Virtues of f the Sun, 
5 Moon

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Moon and Stars, to be carried and diſtribu. 
| ted into all Parts of the World.“ And thus 
immediately God rujeth in the Heavens, 
and rulcth all the World mediately by the 
Heavens. *Tis true indeed, that God is as 
well able to govern and maintain all Things 
without Means, as he was at Firſt to con- 
ſtitute ard create the Frame of Nature; but 
ſuch is his Pleaſure, that he works by Means, 
and not immediately in all Things. It is a 
conmon and a true Maxim, that God and 
Nature hade made nothing in Vain ;+ and 
yet it is as true, that Graſs grows Where no- 
thing Lives to cat it. Now were the 
World governed by God' 8 immediate Pre- 
ſence. only, then is this Graſs growing a 
Work in vain, becauſe God's preſence 
brings forth all Things at Will, and with 
Limits and increaſe as it pleaſeth 3 ＋ and 
therefore his Power being at all Times, and 
in all Places, able to ceaſe its Operation, 
5 might have this Plenty i in a deſo-

as well in the populous a as deſolate Coun-

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Power to Scorch, or once to harm Men 
walking in the midſt of it.“ Theſe mira« 
culous Works ('tis true) had no immediate | 
dependency upon the Work of Nature; and 
yet from the Beginning theſe alſo God fore- 
faw: and bow fo? He foreſaw by the 
Frame of Nature the Occaſion that required 
them, and by that foreſight ſet down in his 
eternal Mind the Contrivance of all Miracles, 
as they were in Time to keep Company with 
his Frame of Nature. And now may thus 
far be granted. W hat is it which we ca I 
Aſcrolbgy ? but the ſummary of all that Skill 
585 Knowledge, which, by Times, the Ob- 
ervation and Ex perience of tlie whole World 
. of F Apes hitherto hath collected, and com- 
municated down from Hand to Hand unto | 
us of this preſent Age, as to what may be ; 
underſtood concerning the Nature and Ope- 
rations of the great Wheels of Nature, how 
they Work upon us, and what they Work 
out of us, and What Accidents, according to 
their uſu al T rack, may like cnough beine us?

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Such is our Aſtrolog oy, and by this Aſtrology 
we attain to fee into the great Works of 
God, and to be able to ſay unto his great 
Glory, how truly great they are, 


And now by this Tune, I hope, it will be 


adjudged paſt Diſpute, that Aftrology does 


in no wile limit God's eternal Providence, 
but is ſo far from it, as no Science, except 
Divinity, can declare half ſo much, whereby 
God's ſacred Contrivance of the Affairs of 
Nature may be truly magnified a8 they de- 
ſve. It ſeems greatly to trouble many 
& Pcople, becauſe fay they if there be ſuch 4 
Thing as Aſtrology to be allowed, then muſt 
nccetlarily follow a fatal Deſtiny not to be 
avoided ; and if ſo, what Room is left for 
God's Providence ? or what for exerciſe of 
human Virtues or Vices? 'Tis true indeed 
that there is a Fate in the Frame of Nature; 
but then it is God's eternal Providence, 
which has contrived that Fate, and laid the 
whole Platform of it; and that fo, and 
accompanied with ſach an incom prehenſible 


F orecaſt, as in no Caſe can happen unto any 
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Man, either of good Luck or bad, or of 
Proſperity or Adverfity, but matters fall out 
fo ſuitable to his Prayers and Conditions, as 
if God had quite altered the Scene of Affairs 
at his requeſt, and yet had nothing fallen out 
but what was ſo ordered from all Eternity: 
for God Almighty foreſaw all Men, and all 
their Caſes, and their Prayers, and Thoughts, 
from the eginning; and laid his Frame of 
Nature fo, as to anſwer all Prayers, Caſes, 
and Thoughts as was fit, all from the Begin. 
ning. But theſe eternal Contrivances opens 
ing in Time, and anſwering ſo exacily to the 
Purpoſe, many hallo weak People are apt 
to cry out, as if the Almighty had” altered 
his Purpoſes, « changed tre Courſe of Nature, 
and made new Contrivances upon their 
Prayers and for their fakes, as if there could - 
be no ſuch Thing as divine Providence, 
without dilparaging the Deity, to make it 5 
ſeem of changeable and new contrived Coun- 
ſels.

The Heathens could ſay, Sapiens 
dominabitur aſtris; and our Saviour proclaims, 
that the Kingdom of Heaven ſuffers Violence, 
and violent Men take it by Force* More- 
over, ſo effectual have been the fervent Pray- 
ers of faithful and good Men, that they bave 
not only turned the Edge of malignant In- 
clinations to bad Qualities, but have alſo 
utterly overturned the Force of hard F. ates. 
Had an Aſtrologer known King Hezekiah's 
Nativity, E no doubt he would have read 
his Deſtiny to be Death, by a violent Fever 
in the fourteenth Vear of his Reign; and yet 
would the King have outlived that Date 
fifteen Years farther, without any Diſparage- 
ment to the Aſtrologer, for he would have 
tad no more but what was ad Written in 
X 5 5 A Heaven: 
Matth. 11. 12. Luke 16. 16, + Iſa, 38. 
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Heaven : but the Virtue of the good King 
prevailing, God Almighty wrought for 
him, and averted the Hand of Fate for 
that Time. *80 alſo in caſe of ill Qualities, 
St. Paul ſeems by his rugged Nature to 
have had Stars and Aſpects ſwaying his 
Geniture as the uſurper Cromwell had in 
his; but by his Virtue he overcame Nature, 
and brought his Body into Subjection, and 
by that Means made uſe of all his violent 
Paſſions of Nature, to ſtir up the more Zeal 
and Fervency in God's ſervice ; ＋ whereas 
the other, for want of that Virtue, became 
ſo much the greater Villain. Such another : 
Pattern as this ſeems to have been the famous 
Heathen Socrates, Thus wiſe Men rule 
the Stars, but Fools are ruled by them unto 
their own Deſtruction. And thus Grace 
and Will have no Bar by Aſtrology either of 
Freedom or Fulneſs of Room for their Ex. - 
erciſe, and yet keep on the Stars their Cour- 
ſes too. For the Works of Grace and Na- 
ture follow each theit own Track; Nature .

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neceſlitates no Man's Wickedneſs, and 
Grace deſtroys nothing of Nature, it a- 
mends Nature, but farther meddles not;

Now ſuch is the wonder of God's eternal

; to Manhood and Maturity, and to the Pro- 
pagation of the Species; to decline, when he 
| begins to loſe the innate radical Principle of. 
Heat and Moiſture ; and to ſuſtain the laſt 
Paſſion of Life, when he ceaſes to breathe, 
and Gently ſinks into the Grave. -2T ds Life, | 
Action, Marriage, and Paſſions of Men, are, 
therefore, governed by the ſame celeſtial 


f Principle which regulates | the Birth, Per- 
|  fection | 
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fection, Declingtion, and Diſſolution of all 
other Things. Wherefore, Life, in the Syſ- 
tem of Nature, 1s regulated by the eaſt Angle 


of the Heavens, called the Aſcendant; Ac 


tion, by the ſouth Angle, or Midheaven ; 
Marriage, by the weſt Angle ; agd Paſſion, 


by the north Angle of the heavenly Frame. 


And hence ariſe four Triplicities of the ſame 


Genus or generical Nature; and twelve Hou- 
ſes, as heretofore deicribed.

Theſe Places, (viz. ) the Places of £ Saturn

Thefefore, when the afliſting, Or ANA- 
RETIC RAYS, are found two or more on 
each Side, you mult oblerve which is the 
ſtrongeſt in Power and Number; in Num- 
ber, when ſome exceed others in Multitude; 
in Power, when the afliſting, or killing 
Stars, are ſome of them in proper Places and 
others not; and; chiefly, when ſome of them 
are Oriental and ſome Occidental; for, ge- 
nerally, none of thoſe that are under the Sun 
Beams are to be left, either to kill or to 
ſave; unleſs, when the Moon is APHETA, 
the Place of the Sun afflicted by ſome Ma- 
leficks joined to it, and receiving Freedom 
from none of the Beneficks, cauſeth death. 
The Number of Years, arifing from the 
Diſtance between the APHETIC and ANA=- 
RETIC Place, is not taken, fimply and in- 
diſcreetly, always from the Aſcenſions of 
the Times of each Planet; but then, only, 
when the OkIENT poſiefleth the PRoRo- 
GATION,

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Having, thus, inveſtigated the i important 
and wnerrins Standard, in GENETHLIACA1, 
ASTROLOGY, concerning the only juſt and
